Zemaun 
Shah reſides alternately at Kandahar and Kabul ; at the former MS the heats, 
and at the latter in the cold ſeaſon.

The importance of theſe e to. all the moſt valuable intereſts: 5 Great 


Britain, has pointed the particular attention of the Government of France, to the 
deſtruction of our empire in India. The proſperity of our. ſettlements in India has 
long been the primary and undiſguiſed object of the jealouſy: of France, avowed by 

all her miniſters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers in every ſtage of her in- 


numerable revolutions.  Tippoo therefore might reaſonably hope, that if the ceſſa- og 


tion of hoſtilities on the continent of Europe ſhould: at any time enable the French 


Directory to turn their views to the diſturbance of the peace of India, fuch an ad- 


venture would be amongſt the earlieſt of their operations.. 
The concluſion of a peace upon the continent of Europe may vs appeared both | 


to Tippoo and to the French, to offer a favourable opportunity for the proſecution 
of their joint deſign. : The premature diſcloſure of this deſign, may perhaps be im- 
pꝓuted rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the imprudence of Tippoo. Whe- 
ther the ſcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to expoſe 
his treachery to our view, is yet a matter of doubt; but, whatever circumſtances 
occaſioned the premature diſcloſure of the deſign, whether the deſign was wiſely or 
raſhly conceived? whether it has partially ſucceeded, or entirely failed? are queſtions, 
the ſolution of which in no degree affects the offenſive nature of an aggreſſion fo 
unprovoked, and of a violation of faith fo flagrant and unqualified. The hiſtory of 


the world ſcarcely furniſhes an inſtance, in which any two powers have united in - 


confedracy or alliance preciſely with the ſame motives. The party propoſing an 
offenſive alliance againſt the Company, cannot be abſolved from the conſequences of 
ſuch an act, by any apparent or real indifference in the party accepting ſuch a pro- 
poſal; the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun therefore cannot be corre ly eſtimated by by 
reference to the ſuppoſed motives of Monſieur Malartic.

the Courts of Hydrabad, Pobnah, and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any ne- 
gotiation with France, of which the object was at all obſcure; it might be our duty _ 
to reſurt, in the firſt inſtance, to his Conſtruction of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful character, might admit of a ſatis factory explanation. But Where there is 
no doubt, there can be no matter for explanation. The act of Tippoo's Ambaf,. 
ſadors, ratified by himſelf, and atoompanied by the landing of a French force in his 
Country, is à public, unqualified; and unambiguous declaration of War, aggravated 
by an avowal, en rarer, the war is neither explanation, -reparation, nor ſe- 


_ aurity, but tlie total deſtruction of the Biitiſi Government in India. 
Io affect to miſunderſtand an injury or inſult, of ſuch a complexion, would argue 
a conſciouſneſs either of weakneſs or of fear. No ſtate in India can miſconſtrue tlie 
conduct of Tippoo. The Correſpondence of our Reſidents at Hydrabad and Poonah, 
ſufficiently manifeſt the conſtruction which it bears at both thoſe Courts; and in ſo 
clear and plain a caſe, our demand of explanation would be juſtly attributed either 
to a defect of ſpirit, or of power. The reſult of ſuch a demand would therefore be, 
the diſgrace of our character, and the diminution of our influence and conſideration 
in the eyes of our Allies and of every power in India. If the moment ſhould ap- 
pear favourable to the execution of Tippoo's declared deſign, he would anſwer ſuch 
à demand by an immediate attack; if, on the other hand, his preparations ſhould not 
be ſufficiently advanced, he would deny the exiſtence, of his engagements with France; 
would perſiſt in his denial, until he had reaped the full benefit of them; and, finally, 
after having completed the improvement of his own Army, and received the acceſ- 
ſion of an additional French Force, he would turn the combined ftrength of both 
againſt our Poſſrſſions, with an alacrity and confidence inſpired by our inaction, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the preſent caſe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation, muſt be rejected, as being diſgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its object. The demand of reparation, in the ſtrict ſenſe of the term, 
cannot properly be applied to caſes of intended injury, excepting in thoſe inſtances,

Immediately on 
receipt of what I have written, let me know whether you agree to it or not; but do not 
engage far any thing which you will not perform. All chis is to be aſcribed to my 
attachment to the French Nation. I have retained Citizen Frangois Ripaud; througi 
him I: ſhall be made acquainted with the contents of any letters you may write, and 
through him I ſhall write anſwers. | Citizen Ripaud ſhall want for nothing, but being 
| honoured by a ſituation of importance, he has been retained by me under every cir- 


cumſtance of comfort; his mind has been ſer at caſe on the part of the Khoodadaud: 


Sirkar, and he has been retained: (terally ſent for) in order to adjuſt the concerns, 
and increaſe the friendſhip of the French. Nation and the Khoodadaud Sirkar. You, 


on your part, alſo, muſt write to him in terms calculated to remove his apprehenſions 


intimating to him that his continuing with the Khoodadaud is very right and proper 
for the promotion of our mutual intereſts.

" HAVING 1 anchor from the Bay ( Khaures ) fa Courial (Man ey) ve 
presse out to the Roads, and came to an anchor. He, having lected all the 
Europeans, came to us, and fad that he had been extremely ill treated by all our Sir- 
dars. We aſked him, in what reſpect our Chiefs had behaved ill towards him? he 
anſwered, that it was the order of our Prince, that he ſhould be ſupplied from the 
Sirkar with all the ſtores and neceſſaries for the ſbip ii in the moſt. ample manner, and
